The accident is considered onfe of 
the saddest that ha- occurred in this 
city in years. Mr. Morford and Miss 
Juan Reed, a daughter of Mr. 
and 
Mrs. Eden Reed of 910 
West South 
street, were united in marriage the 
second of this month and Mr. Mor­ 
ford celebrated his twenty-first birth­ 
day anniversary on the seventh of the 
month. 
Since then 
they have been 
making their home with the parents 
of the bride and Mr. Morford 
was 
taken there following the accident to­ 
day. 
Ile is a son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry Morford of Rush county and 
had been in this city some time work­ 
ing at the local factories. 
Recently lie had been employed at 
the Kennedy car-liner plant and had 
just left there to go home to his din­ 
ner when the accident occurred. 
As 
he approached the Big Four tracks he 
was stopped by a freight that was 
passing on the main track.

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Ingenious Yankee Makes His 
First Ensilage in a Cistern 


Some of the progresisve farmers 
of the county are now actively en­ 
gaged in the putting up of their corn 
ensilage for use during the winter 
months ~and they are hurrying this 
work to completion because corn is 
not fit for this work unless it is cut 
and stored, before the frost has driv­ 
en the sap from the stalks and has 
hardened the grains of corn. 
Cora ensilage is relished 
by 
all 
kinds of animals, and for feeding to 
animals during the 
winter 
months 
there is nothing which will beat it. 
The principal drawback to the cut­ 
ting and storing 
of such 
feed 
by 
farmers is the lack of silo. 
Every­ 
body is familiar with these cylindi- 
cal buildings which may be seen only 
occasionally over 
the 
country 
so 
there is no need of telling about the 
building. 
The principle of storing ensilage is 
is another thing and is not thorough­ 
ly understood by all. 
In fact it is 
simply the canning of the corn stalks 
and ears because they 
are cut up 
together and blown into the top of 
the silo. 
When the ensilage is put 
into the silo it is trampled down sol­ 


id and left there until the cold weath­ 
er begins. 
During 
this time 
two 
or three feet on the top of the ensil­ 
age and possibly a few inches around 
the wall of the silo will spoil but the 
remainder is green when it is uncov­ 
ered and turned out for feeding pur­ 
poses. 
It has been partially cooked 
by the spontaneous heat within it­ 
self and this makes it still more pal­ 
atable for tile horses and cows. 
It is said that the principle of mak­ 
ing ensilage was conceived by an in­ 
genious Yankee who had 
observed 
closely the art of canning fruits and 
other stuff by 
his 
equally 
thrifty 
wife. To supply the heat necessary 
for the cooking part he decided to let 
nature takes its course as he had of­ 
ten seen hay stored too green get hot 
and sometimes 
smoke. 
This 
man 
had no 
air-tight 
compartment 
to 
place the chopped corn stalks 
and 
cars in so he pumped the water from 
his oi>tern and filled it full. 
In the 
winter lie went to the cistern and was 
mildly disappointed when he looked 
at the top of the stuff. 
He started 
to throw it out and found that be­ 
neath the first foot of spoiled ensil­ 


age there was green-looking material. 
He fed some of it to his cattle and 
they liked it so well that his store 
was soon gone. 
The experiment was 
tried 
again 
and the Yankee 
was 
considering 
digging 
several 
other 
cisterns when the idea occurred to 
him that be could make a cistern 
without digging so he built a wooden 
one on the ground and filled it with 
the same chopped corn. 
Not quite so 
much good ensilage was made by the 
experiment iii 
proportion 
to 
that 
stored in the cistern but the results 
were good enough to w arrant the fill­ 
ing of it again and the inventor's 
bragging about his good feed. 
His neighbors were finally convinc­ 
ed that the 
harebrained fellow 
had 
discovered and so the story grew. 
The fame of ensilage spread over the 
country in the same way. 
Some far­ 
mer would he convinced and he risk­ 
ed being brought 
before 
a 
sanity 
commission and built a silo. 
In the 
course of a few years the whole corn 
belt of the "United States was well 
aware of the uses of ensilage al­ 
though they knew’ not howT to make it 
or the principle of the whole matter. 
It is said by local men interested 
in the building of silos that the farm­ 
ers of Rush county are now’ building 
more silos to feed more cattle to get 
more money to buy more automobiles. 
This sounds plausible enough.

Aged Supreme Court Jurist Succumbed 
to Attack of Bronchitis. 
W ashington, 
Oct. 
16. — Associate 
Justice John M. H arlan, the oldest 
m em ber of the suprem e court of the 
U nited States, for years conspicuous 
In K entucky politics, once candidate 
for the Republican nom ination for vice 
president of the United Stares, a fore­ 
m ost 
constitutional 
authority 
and 
prom inent in the councils of the Pres­ 
byterian church, is dead at his home 
in this city. 
He was seventy-eight 
years old last June. 
Justice H arlan had been ill with 
acute bronchitis less than a week.

The;man or woman who ignores ad­ 
vertising was once compared by the 
magazine Good Housekeeping to Rob­ 
inson Crusoe on a dessert island, sur­ 
rounded by many useful and life giv­ 
ing foods, but compelled to determine 
the value of each by laborious experi­ 
ment. 
There is little misinformation in 
the modern advertisement. 
The mer­ 
chant lins learned the peril of it. 
lie 
can not always educate all his clerks 
to give absolutely accurate informa­ 
tion, and where lapses from facts are 


its strong appeal to the sense of pride 
and self-respect in such of our youth 
as "possess them, can do more than 
statutes, however drastic. 
The best 
of the youth of the land can be pro­ 
tected by this means after all other 
means have failed. 


There is no longer need to discuss 
the deadly, paralyzing effect of the 
cigarette habit on the physical con­ 
stitution and mental and moral de­ 
velopment of the growing man. 
The 
peoples 
which have 
tolerated and 


cultivate the evil for generations are 
now the most decadent. 
Northern 
peoples have never, 
until in recent 
years, given countenance to a habit 
-almost simian in its suggestiveness, 
and so demoralizing to both body and 
mind through the communication of 
taxic poisons that Northerners have 
had such healthy contempt for it that 
the Tombstone discovery of one re­ 
deeming quality in the fact that a 
dead man had “never 
smoked no 
cigarettes’’ may fairly be claimed to 
be a consensus of Aryan and Anglo- 
Celtic racial opinions The rapid rise 


of this deadly habit among our youth 
calls for stern measures of dissua­ 
sion. 
Statutes 
seem to be failing. 
but such 
measures as are now in 
force at Notre Dame and should be 
at every institution of learning, may 
not fail.

certain in results, and would, in fact, 
destroy the evil, if maintained long 
enough.
